Prices Go Too High

NEW YORK.—“We employ- 
ers have sacrificed nothing in 
agreeing to maximum hours 
and minimum wages,” declared 
Percy S. Straus, president of 
R. H. Macy & Co., one of the 
largest New York denartment 
stores, in a speech Thursday 
before the National Retail Dry 
Goods Association at the Hotel
